Tnere is an old saying that every- 
thing comes to those who wait. And 
so after 10 years of waiting the 
Queenstown farmars are to have a 
bridge built across the Bow River 
at Cluny. It is to bea pile bridge 
and work on it is to be started at 
once that the farmers may haul 
grain over it this spring, says the 
government. 

The Queenstown farmers have 
sometimes been catied a bunch oi 
kickers anu perhaps they are, but 
then history shows that it has been 
the kiekera who have caused all the 
progress in the world. We get 
little enough by kicking, but if we 
+y tert atill we would get still less. 

Tt has been demonstrated year 
after year that Queenstown is one of 
the best grain growing districts in 
Alberta so we have no grounds for 
kicking on that score. It is when 
it comes to getting our grain hauled 
to the railroad the kick comes in, 
We happen to be located in the 
center of a rather odd corner just 
about so far from every railroad 
town—380.to 40 miles. Excepting 
Cluny, to which point the hauling 
distance is less than other points, 
Between us and Cluny is the Bow 
River and it is only part of the

Year after year we had appealed 
‘to the provincial government to 
build a bridge south of Cluny only 
to be told it was out of the ques- 
jon when we were shortly to have a 
railroad. Next we went after the 
railroad officials and a little over a 
year ago a delgation of 20 Queens- 
town farmers went to Calgary and 
had a conference with Grant Hall, 
general manager of the C.P.R 
While Mr. Hall did not make us 
any promise we felt that our little 
talk did not injure our cause any. 
In fact Mr. Hall made a trip 
through Queenstown last summer 
to look over the ground and was_ it 
not for the fact that steel raiis can- 
not be obtained for any new exten- 
“W tions while the'war lasts I think the 
road would have been built next 
summer. 

During the past two years, the 
Queenstown farmers have camped 
on the trail of the Hon. Chas, 
Mitchell,member of the Bow Valley 
riding and provincial treasurer, and 
it has been put up to him that un- 
less we got either a railroad or a 
bridge his chances for re-election 
from this riding would be nil, 

This has spurred him on and he 
has done his best to get the C.P.R 
to build that Lomond extension 
and when he found that, owing to 
the scarcity of rails, it could not be 
built he decided that we should 
have the bridge. 

Well, we are thankful for the 
bridge just the same. I have al- 
always maintained that even if a 
railroad ran through Queenstown, a

Week after week brought stories of 
fatalities; until the matter was brought 
prominently before the House of Com.

The incident, an actual one by the 
way, introduced above, is>typical of 
many of these accidents and yet pre- 
sented developments well worth while 
recalling for its mixture of the grue- 
some and the ridiculous. 

The story came to the writer as it 
was told to a: group of engineers at 
a divisional point camp some weeks 
after the accident, 

One morning in the early months of 
1908, a small party fram a sub-con: 
tractor’s camp, at a point some twenty 
miles west of Kenora, was preparing 
for a large blast, when, for some un: 
explained reason, the explosion oc 
curred prematurely, killing. three men 
two Swedes and an Irishman, outright, 

The Government regulations in such 
accidents, it seems, required that the 
bodies of the victics be taken before 
the nearest Coroner for purposes of 
examination, In this case, since the 
circumstances prevented the transpor- 
tation of more ‘than one of the vic 
tims, {t was decided, after some con: 
sultation, that little Baptiste Meras, 
the French-Canadian - man-of-all-work 
about the camp, should be the mes: 
Benger, 

The accident occurred about uine 
a. m., but by the time a spare horse 
and vehicle had been secured it wag 
mid-afternoon. In the meantime 
rough wooden box had been knocke¢ 
together and all that remained of Big 
Jim—a good deal, by the way, since 
he stood six feet four and weighed 
two hundred and fifty—was dumped 
without much ceremony into the make 
shift cas;et and placed on the snow 
outside the camp. 

About four o’olock, when Baptiste 
appeared with a none-too-well-broken 
broncho hitched to one of those pe 
cullar vehicles known in French 
Canada as a “pung” the box and its 
gruesome contents were picked up by 
half a dozen pairs of stalwart arms 
slid into the bottom of the sleigh, 
and the pecullar funerai cortege 
off through the snow for Kenora and 
the coroner, 

For the first half of the journey 
matters progressed quite uneventfully, 
Baptiste was not much of a driver. 
He had been in the lumber woods as 
a boy but knew more about river: 
driving than horses. Still the bron: 
cho behaved very fairly, and, happy 
in anticipating the unaccustomed 
pleasure of an evening in town, Bap 
tiste was quite contented. He had to 
fling his arms about to keep warm, 
though, for at that season the tem: 
perature dropped with the sun. It had 
been well below zero all day.

of a compass and a map, he blazed 
away at the line where he was con- 
vinced the Germans would try to 
pass. He knew the country well, and 
rcely wasted a shell, so efficient

The Paris Matin, describing awtul 
conditions in German cainps tor war 
prisoners, says: In the German sys- 
tem of repression, special mention 
must be made of the asphyxiating 
cotiin, This is a large tin box in the 
shape of a coffin, wherein the con- 
denfned man is placed after being 
suitably bound and gagged, and the 
lid is then “hermetically sealed in 
order to prevent the influx of fresh 
air. The poor, miserable wretch soon 
begins to stifle, and finally loses con- 
sciousness, when the coffin is opened 
and the patient is revived by the ad- 
ministration of a restorative, and then 
once more thrown back into this in- 
fernal coffin wf torture, 

As regards the torturing rack, this 
is a stake fitted with all concdivable 
manner of fine cords, The condemned 
man is suspended in such a manne: 
that these cords bite into his flesh as 
soon as the members become stretch- 
ed under the weight of his body. 
Even the most hardened soldiers are 
unable to resist this form of torture | 
more than two hours, As soon a8 
they lose consciousness, they are let 
down and they regain consciousness, 
but the same torture begins again o1 
the morrow, and-to think that the 
official dose of this punishment lasts 
28 hours!

Battles Won by 
Applied Psychology 


Dr. Stanley Hall Says French and 
Germans Figure on Nerves 


The superior “effectiveness of the 
French and German soldiers in the 
present war is due to applied psy- 
chology, according to a statement by 
Dr. G. Stanley Hall, president of 
Clark University, before members 
of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science in New 
York City the other day. 

“The war has given the world its 

’ lesson in scientific efii- 
ciency,’ Dr. Hall said. “The Allies, 
least of all England, did not realize 
how far Germany had gone in cast- 
ing off the culture of half a century 
ago, and, in almost a single gcnera- 
tion, acquiring a new soul that. made 
it the most hard headed, practicaily 


Cificient, nation the world has ever 
seen,” 
Dr, Hall said the Germans had 


made exhaustive tests of the senses 
as well as the fatigue of military ser- 
ce under varied conditions, and had 


sifted into harmonious groups the 
different nervous types of men by 
temebility tests. The French had 
applied their psychological tests to 


determining the proper sort of sere 
vice for each-nervous type of man, 
“Abready enough of the carefully 
arded secrets of -thése tcsts_ for 
specific lines of military Service have 
become known to suggest why the 
German and French armies are so 
more effectively organized than the 
English and the Russian and to show 
that applicd psychology can render a 
most valuable service in war,” Dr, 
Hall continued, } 
The psychologist said that the war 
was revealing vast and unexpected 
nervous resources in some men, while 
in others it served to reveal how 
easy the human nervous system was 
to break down, He declared that after 
each charge there were many who 
were madmen for days—living in an 
illusion that the charge is still on, 
cutting, slashing imaginary enemics 
and yelling, “The hospitals for dayg 
fter each charge are noisy with the

Rust Epidemic Made 
Scarcity of Seed Grain 


Farmers Warned to Be Careful This 
Year in Their Sowing 


In order to assure a heavy grain 
harvest for nada in 1917, the Do- 
Minion Experimental Farms  recom- 
mends that farmers exercise especial} 
care in the selection of the. right 
kind of seed grain for sowing the 
spring-wheat crop, 

It is expected that the grain rust 
epidemic of the past season ip the 
West will be causing grave ¢oncern 
to many farmers as to where to turn 
to obtain superior seed, 
‘ Grain from a crop damage 
is frequently of poor quality, 
not fit for use as sced, unless special 
precautions are taken, This is net 
because there is much danger that 
this sced will again produce rusted 
crop, but because the grain is shrun- 
ken and iminature; such seed is 
known yield poor and feeble 
crops. 

The safest seed to use is the best 
grade procurable from rust-free 
crops, providing, of course, that the 
germination is normal, 

The use of this class of seed 
not, however, be universally possible, 
since frost and hail ‘caused consider- 
able damage, where rust was not pre-
